Kennedy is on sound 
ground to say we ought not to so 
gloss over the situation as to rid 
the American people of any need 
for serious attention to the tasks 
at hand and to soothe them into 
thinking the nation has no real 
need to be concerned. 


Atomic Bombs 


Sen. Kennedy also moved bold- 
ly into’a field where the Repub- 
licans have feared to tread.

The eight cities which grew dur- 
ing the decade had increases 
ranging from 8.9 per cent for New 
Orleans to 63.7 per cent for San 
Diego. 

In all the metropolitan areas 
combined, the cities showed a 
population gain of 8.2 per cent 
while their suburbs grew by 47.2 
per cent. °

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Teacher Schooling 


Needs Hard Look 


Teachers and other taxpayers need to 
take a hard look at what teachers are be- 
ing taught in graduate school at the 
University of Georgia. There is a special 
reason for scrutinizing it now. 

Some qualified critics feel there is 
too much teaching technique and too little 
content in the graduate course of study. 
A graduate student who intends to teach 
history, for instance, may be getting too 
much instruction in teaching and too little 
in history. 

A legislatlve committee under Sen. 
Wallace Jernigan is studying whether 
there is an imbalance. Monday the Jer- 
nigan committee heard the criticism from 
the executive secretary of the Board of 
Regents, L. R. Siebert. 

“Content must come first,” he said. 
“Keep on with this study of teacher edu- 
cation and get us to put content ahead 
of the other (technique instruction) in 
the preparation of our teachers.” 

A. representative of the Georgia Edu- 
cation Assn. Bill Hasty, agreed. “The 
teachers themselves .are sick and tired of 
it (education technique courses).” 

The special reason for scrutiny right 
now is this: School officials are pressing 
Georgia teachers to go back and take 
graduate work. 

It is hard on a teacher to enroll again 
for a fifth or sixth year of work. Those 
who take a sixth year are now offered 
an extra $1,000 a year in pay; but it 
is still hard work, and none of their time 
should be wasted. | 

Those teachers who are dedicated 
enough to go on educating themselves 
deserve the highest quality graduate edu- 
cation for their pains. If the present crit- 
icism of what they get is justified, and 
an unbalanced curriculum is found to pre- 
vail, then the Jernigan committee will 
serve the teachers and the children of 
Georgia well by finding it out. 
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De Gaulle Tries Again 


For Algerian Settlement 


After more than five long and costly 
years, there is now a possibility of bring- 
ing to an end the bloody Algerian conflict. 
Leaders of the rebellion have accepted 
President de Gaulle’s offer to negotiate 
for self-determination of Algeria’s future. 

De Gaulle’s new moderate approach 
calling for some sort of political auton- 
omy offers a basis for ending the conflict. 
But there also is the danger that French 
extremists will touch off another revolt 
against his policies as happened last 
January. Then rebellious civil and mili- 
tary leaders blocked moves to begin talks 
with Algerian Nationalist leaders. 

At any rate, President de Gaulle is 
trying again and has purged the extrem- 
ist elements in the government and 
armv. If he is able to bring about a set- 
tlement, his major objective as premier 
and now as president will have been 
achieved. 

Financially, politically and morally in 
the eyes of the world, France has suf- 
fered greatly as a result of the Algerian 
stalemate. If the conflict can be settled 
and Algeria remain within the French 
Union, well and good. But even if it means 
eventual independence, a negotiated end 
to the fighting would be in the best long- 
range interests of both France and Algeria.

Security Overhaul Due 


The report by 15 key House Repub- 
licans calling for an overhaul of White 
House and congressional machinery for 
handling national security problems was 
overdue. There has been ample evidence 
of late that an overhaul is. needed and

if there is a way to improve, by all 
means let's have it. 


There is no longer any doubt—as the 
report implies—that the U2 incident was 
bungled badly. The series of contradic- 
tory statements coming from _ various 
agencies was climaxed by the humiliat- 
ing admissions of the President himself. 
The net result was serious damage to 
U.S. prestige and a damaging blow to 
our intelligence activities. 

Then, too, there exists a constant state 
of confusion about the nation’s defense 
capabilities brought about by conflicting 
releases by individuals and agencies. Con- 
gress frequently seems at variance with 
the White House. Much vital information 
is “leaked” to the press and public, some 
of it damaging to national security. Some 
is withheld without justification. 

There is one thing puzzling about the 
report, however. If such a state of affairs 
exists under the Republican administra- 
tion, why hasn’t it been remedied before 
now? This effort by Republicans to make 
a campaign document out of their own 
mistakes comes rather late in the game.

Why Fear Vote Probes 
If Record Is Clear? 


The U.S. Supreme Court yesterday re- 
versed a lower-court ruling in Shreveport, 
La., which granted an injunction against 
the Civil Rights Commission’s investiga- 
tion of registration and voting practices 
there. The injunction, granted last July, 
had resulted in suspension of such investi- 
gations since that time. 

The decision not only establishes the 
constitutionality of the commission itself 
but also gives it the right to continue its 
investigations. It marks a major mile- 
stone in the controversies growing out of 
the 1957 Civil Rights Act and later addi- 
tions to it. In brief, it means that regis- 
tration and voting procedures can be in- 
vestigated in the South or anywhere else 
by the commission. 

There were, of course, constitutional 
questions involved. It is right they be 
resolved. But as in other instances, the 
South’s resistance to investigation of vot- 
ing rights renders its motives suspect. If 
there are no violations of such rights, why 
should there be fear of investigations? 

There is no logical argument against 
granting qualified voters the privilege of 
registering and casting their ballots. 
States still can set qualifications but there 
is no moral or legal precedent to deny the 
franchise to those who can meet them.

President’s Asian Trip 
Had Its Triumphs, Too 


President Eisenhower is in Hawaii 
after an Asian journey which gave him 
and the nation a major disappointment 
but which was not without its triumphs. 

Communist-led leftists did force a can- 
cellation of his visit to Japan in a great 
setback to U.S. policy. But he was greeted 
with spectacular demonstrations of friend- 
ship and good will in the Philippines, in 
Taiwan and in South Korea. Even the 
people on Okinawa were friendly. The 
mass of humanity which turned out to 
see and hear him in Seoul and to re- 
ceive assurances of U.S. support was 
enough to hearten even the most cynical. 

And even in Japan there are signs 
that the people are ashamed of the mobs 
and minority pressures which forced the 
Kishi government to call off Ike’s trip. 
The mutual security treaty with the Unit- 
ed States is now a fact, awaiting only 
ratification by the U.S. Senate. This 
should be promptly forthcoming. 

While what happened in Japan is 
alarming and provides us with a warning 
that our Far East policies can be improved, 
there is much on the credit side from the 
FKisenhower trip. Certainly it dispelled 
some of the Communist propaganda line 
of “imperialist warmonger,” especially 
since it was the Red Chinese who fired 
80,000 shells, a day against Quemoy dur- 
ing Ike’s visit.

He would pat his feet around beneath his desk in a little seated 
dance while lecturing and I figured he did this to keep them warm. 
“Flip” Flanders, we called him behind his back. ‘Doctor’ Flanders, 
we said to his face, even though he hadn’t received his doctorate back 
then. We knew it was profitable to call any professor Doctor when in 
doubt because this gave him a warm little feeling. We knew this, of 
course, because Doctor Flanders, with his acid twinkle, told us so. 

How many teachers have despaired of interpreting Antigone to a 
gaggle of adolescent louts? Maybe he did too. But it never showed. 
And because he seemed confident he was reaching us, he did. He 
had in him the gift of excitement. The thin, dry voice could pivot 
from wit to weighty pills of learning so treacherously that you never 
could quite tune him out for fear of missing something. 

Shakespeare’s sonnets turned to music in that old plank-floored 


room 


It seemed Dr. Flanders shared my own impatience with dinky 


diagrammatic doodling and preferred to send the student plunging into 
the pool of words with orders to come up writing or not come up. 


Then he would mark the essays, not just A or B, but all over the 
margins. These precise notations in red ink badgered, encouraged, 
punctured and patched. They showed care and drew blood. And at 
the end of it, he had somehow injected into his lot of louts a love of 
books and a wish to read. His own excitement filled us. For he believed 
so passionately in the importance of beauty that we did too. 

Never, though, did he seem impressed with himself and he made 
it a point to convey the trait. I confessed to him recently that, for 
spending money, I used to write the essays for some of the other 
students in his class at a rate of 10 cents per essay. 

“As I recall,” he responded with a blue stare, “that’s about what 


they were worth.”

Indictment of Ike 
Is Poor Politics 


WASHINGTON—A glittering opportunity for 
demagogues is opening out for the fall presi- 


dential campaign but those who seize it may | 
find it turning to fool’s gold in their hands. The institution of the 
American presidency has been abused as never before in history by 
left-wing mobs which forbade the elected head of this country to 
visit the elected head of government in Tokyo. 


Howling and brutal irresponsi- 
bility—the ultimate logical exten- 
sion of extremism in politics— 
roams much of the world.

Eisenhower administration's poli- 
cies without restraint, in part 
from conviction and in part for 
political capital. 

There is a corresponding de- 
termination among. the Republi- 
cans, arising from the same 
mixed motives, to confess no 
error anywhere, any time. 

Of course, administration mis- 
takes have been made. | 

Nevertheless, the superficially 
appealing opposition campaign 
tactic is a full-throated clamor 
against the President, though this 
would further damage the coun- 
try abroad by picturing us as 
frightened and divided. 

Upon the Democrats falls a 
heavy responsibility to avoid the 
superficial;not to let the country 
down in building themselves up. 
Exactly the same goes for the 
Republicans. There must be an 
adult Republican defense not seek- 
ing alibis for all the past but to 
assist in securing the future. 

No party will really gain if it 
gains at the expense of national 
safety. No winning candidate will 
really win unless he so behaves as 
to be able to govern after he 
wins.

Daring Democrats 


Strive for Brevity 


WASHINGTON—The Platform Committee of 
the Democratic National Convention is on the 
brink of a daring break with tradition. They are 


reliably reported to be seeking to write a brief party platform, held 
to 1,800 words—about the length of a letter home. 


Under the leadership of Chair- 
man Chester Bowles, they further 
hope to clarify such large and 
important matters as ‘‘What is the 
world all about?” and ‘What is 
America’s place in it?”’ 

Usually party platforms are 
celebrated for their length and 
turgidity. Platform drafters gen- 
erally require from 12,000 to 14,000 
words to express their contempt 
for the opposition and their ad- 
miration for their own party and 
their promises to the electorate. 

The 1944 Democratic Party plat- 
form was an exception. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt wrote in his own hand 
a manifesto that was exactly 3,000 
words long. 

It began crisply, “The Demo- 
cratic Party stands on its record 
in peace and war.” 

A more characteristic note was 
struck in the preamble to the 1956 
platform carpentered by the 
Democrats in Chicago: 

“On the threshold of an atomic 
age, in mid-20th century, our 
beloved nation needs the vision, 
vigor and vitality which can be 
infused into it only by a govern- 
ment under the Democratic 
Party.” 

It went on for approximately 
10 columns of newsprint, pledging 
a fair shake*to everyone, from 
women thirsting for an equal 


righis amendment to Indian tribes 


hunting larger programs. 

The 1960 platform will neces- 
sarily be less detailed. But it is 
said that lovers of fine print will 
find refuge in a companion doc- 
ument, in the nature of 


The big questions are already 
being aired in a series of regional 
hearings, 12 in all, of which eight 
have been invited to give their 
views, and their mimeographed 
testimony is being sent around the 
country to the 110 members of the 
platform committee. 

No one supposes that under the 
chairmanship of Bowles, one of 
the most militant liberals in the 
party, the civil rights aspects of 
the platform will be expressed in 
mealy-mouthed fashion. As gov- 
ernor of Connecticut, he pioneered 
in antidiscrimination measures. 
As ambassador to India, he wit- 
nessed the consequences of seg- 
regation and constantly called at- 
tention to its affect on Asian 
nations. The author of several 
books, Bowles will doubtless be 
the principal hand in the drafting 
of the whole platform. 

Some observers are inclined to 
believe that a strong civil rights 
plank might: not. occasion the 
breaking point with bitter-end seg- 
regationists. They believe it could 
come earlier in an argument with 
the credentials committee over 
the seating of certain Southern 
delegations. |

HEALTH: Vesiculitis Is Infected Blisters; Alcohol’s Best Treatment

What is the cause of vesicul- 
itis—the disease in which “cold 
sores” break out on different 
parts of the body?—H. T. 


A vesicle is, in plain language, 
a small blister, a small cavity on 
the skin containing fluid. Bleb is 
another word for a blister.

getting some of these blebs or 
vesicles infected. The obvious 
cause of getting them infected is 
scratching them, although that, of 
course, is not the only way in 
which an infection may establish 
itself. The patient scratches the 
blebs ‘because they itch, or the 
friction of clothing, etc., irritates 
them and perhaps lets some in- 
fection set in. 


Examples of vesicles or blebs 
are the little blisters of poison ivy. 
Or “cold sores” (technically, 
herpes simplex) which arise from 
a virus and may follow a severe 
cold or appear after a high fever. 


Shingles (or herpes zoster) is 
another similar affliction, and it is 
more likely to appear on or around 
the chest.

The patient’s annoyance is con- 
siderable, but it is limited gen- 
erally to the area above the 
groin.

biotics, this trouble is . usually 
treated readily and hence it has 
become rare. But the remark in 
your letter, H. T., speaks of the 
spots breaking out ‘‘on different 
parts of the body,” so I think 
you'll find that my reply fits the 
case.

Re-Arguing 


In Union Funds Case 


WASHINGTON (#\—The Supreme Court Monday 
called for reargument next term of a Georgia appeal 
involving the question of whether it is unconstitutional 
to require a worker to join a union if part of his dues 
money is used to support political objectives he opposes. 


In calling for new arguments 
next fall, the court in an order 
said the U.S. attorney general had 
not been advised formally that the 
constitutionality of a section of the 
Railway Labor Act was at issue. 


The court certified to the attor- 
ney general that there is a con- 
stitutional issue in the case. 


The appeal on which action was 
deferred was taken to the high | 
tribunal by a group of unions. | 
They appealed from a Georgia Su-

Slum Life Documentary 


Is Repeated Wednesday 


“Bitter Ballad,” a television documentary based 
on a series of newspaper stories about slum conditions 
in Atlanta, will be repeated Wednesday at 10:30 p.m. 


on Channel 2. 


The 30-minute documentary, 
narrated by reporter Ed Hughes, 
who wrote the original stories 
for The Journal, is being pre- 
sented again by popular re- 
quest. 


“Bitter Ballad’ depicts the 
sights and sounds of the city’s 
slums—the ‘“‘strange, aching tit- 
tle snatch of blues sung by a 
couple of Negro children 
laughter, quarrels and the 
ubiquitous siren of the patrol 
cars or the fire truck or ambu- 
lance.” 


PENALTIES SHOWN 


The documentary shows how 
slum areas inflict a severe pen- 
alty not only on the people who 
are swept along in the economic 
and emotional tide of poverty 
and despair, but how the aver- 
age citizen is penalized because 
of salaries and equipment for 
policemen, firefighters, truant 
officers, health officers, hos- 
pital attendants. 

RARE TECHNIQUE 

Bill Young, veteran member 
of the Journal-Constitution pho- 
tographic staff, filmed the docu- 
mentary, utilizing a story-telling 
technique seldom employed in a 
TV documentary of this sort. 


The sound track of “Bitter 
Ballad” was recorded largely 
in the slum areas by Young 


and Aubrey Morris, a member 
of the WSB-Radio news staff. 
Jerry Vandeventer, the anchor 
man on WSB-Radio’s Nightbeat, 
assisted with the soundtrack, util- 
izing parts of the ‘Streetcar 
Named Desire’ movie sound- 
track. 


Doris Lockerman, Constitution 
columnist, wrote the script for 
“Bitter Ballad.” It was pro- 
duced by Pat LaHatte, promo- 
tion director for the newspapers.

In addition to the more fac- 
tual, necessary and down-to- 
earth aspects of the marriage 
business, there is never-the-less 
an atmosphere of legend, super- 
stition and interesting origins 
surrounding this all important 
time. 


All brides-elect, and particu- 
larly those in the South, follow 
bridal customs. 


One, which brides everywhere 
observe is the ‘‘something old, 
something new, something bor- 
rowed and something blue.” Ac- 
cording to customs, the ‘‘old’’ 
should come from _  another’s 
happy marriage. The “‘new’”’ is 
easy—shoes, gown and gloves. 
The “borrowed” can be any- 
thing, but an object of gold is 
regarded as a good guarantee 
of wealth or success. “‘Blue”’ is 
symbolic of blue skies and true 
love. Modern brides’ usually 
wear a frilly blue garter made 
especially for the purpose. 


EARLY TIMES 


In early times the bride was 
considered as a chattel to be 
given the groom by her parents 
who arranged the match. Today 
the father symbolically gives 
his daughter away to signify his 
approval of the marriage. 


As for the bride’s veil there 
is an interesting tradition here. 
They were first used among the 
primitive people as a means of 
keeping out evil spirits. Later 
on in the Christian era, the veil 
came to be symbolic of the 
woman forsaking all others and 
keeping her charms for her 
husband. 


Orange blossoms which are al- 
ways worn are supposed to mean 
purity and chastity. 


SYMBOL OF ABUNDANCE 


The ring is worn on the left 
hand to signify the wife’s sub- 
jection to her husband. The ring 
is worn on the third finger left 
hand because of a superstition 
the Greeks had that there was a 
certain vein of blood which 
passed from this finger to the 
heart.

In Roman times, a_ wheat 
cake was broken over the bride's 
head as a symbol of abundance. 
The guest then took home the 
small broken pieces as a token 
of luck.

Although 
North’s five spade bid accounted 
for all the aces, South was not 
inclined to look further and he 
bid the small slam in hearts. 


The six of spades was opened 
and taken in dummy. Trumps 
must be attacked. With only three 
outstanding, the finesse is su- 
perior to the play to drop the 
king, but the question arises as 
to the proper heart to lead from 
dummy. | 


In order to answer this ques- 
tion properly, declarer must ask 
himself, ‘“What is it that I fear?’’ 
The answer will be, “Only that 
East has all three hearts.”’ In 
order to ascertain this fact in 
proper time, declarer leads the 
jack from dummy. 


If East covers, South wins with 
the ace and learns that West is 
void. Picking up the trumps now 
becomes a simple matter, and 
declarer must then turn his at- 
tention to the club suit in which 


he must arrange to lose but one 


trick even if East has both honors 


He crosses to the ace of dia- 
monds and finesses against East's 
ten of hearts, then draws the last 
trump.

BILLY CANNON, OILERS WIN COURT DECISION 


LOS ANGELES (#—All America halfback Billy Can- 
non today won a sweeping court victory over the Los 
Angeles Rams that enables him to fulfill a fabulous 
$11°,000 contract with the Houston Oils. 


Federal Judge William J. Lindberg, by ruling the 
Ram contracts signed by Cannon were invalid, handed 
the fledgling American Football League a win in the 
first of several tests coming up in its player war with 
the long-established National Football League. 


He also blasted NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle, 
who signed Cannon for the Rams. 


Cannon, 22-year-old ex-Louisiana State University 
star, thus is free to play under his three-year deal 
with K. S. (Bud) Adams Jr., owner of the Oilers. 


Cannon was the most sought-after footballer in the 
country last vear. The Rams signed him first but Can- 


non later signed with the Oilers and said he’d play only 
for them. 


Today’s key ruling was on an injunction suit filed 
by the Rams to prevent Cannon from playing with any- 
one else. 


Cannon heard the verdict with no show of emotion. 


His attorney later quoted him as saying he is “very. 


happy to prevail in this case and it was apparent the 
judge considered the law and the facts and came up 
with the proper decision.” 


Ram President Dan Reeves said he was shocked. He 
defended commissioner Rozelle?

*‘He’s all right,” declared Ed- 
win Ahlquist, manager of the 
dimpled Swede, Ingemar Johans- 
son, who achieved the distinction 
of losing his title to the man he 
took it from a year ago. 


*“‘He got knocked out, that we 
know,” said Ahlquist to the mill- 
ing, sweating crowd held back 
by private police outside the 
shabby dressing room in what 
had once been the quarters of 
baseball’s New York Giants. 


*‘He’s like to talk to you tomor- 
row. He’s shocked. This is the 
first time in his life he’s been 
knocked out. He’s been knocked 
down three or four times but nev- 
er out. I thought the fight was a 
good one. He really shook Floyd 
Patterson with a right in the sec- 
ond round but he didn’t follow it 
up. 


“But when Floyd Patterson got 
in his blow he did follow up.

Which Colors Lure 
The Fish?---If Any

Wherever anglers gather to discuss fish, there is probably as 
much discussion, argument and strong opinions voiced on the most 
effective color of lures as on any subject dealing with the subtle

the fishing shack, or cluster in front of the lure rack in the tackle 


shop. 


I belong to the school of thought which claims that fish are 
capable of distinguishing between colors. Since I’ve never been in- 
side the eye of a fish, I can’t prove it. But I’ve used pattern after 
pattern until I suddenly hit on a hue which got a strike every time 


I put it into the water. 


The prima facie evidence was that the bass or trout or what- 
ever I was after, simply preferred that particular color over all 
others. The question then was why. Could they see that bait in the 
water better than any of the others? Did it happen to resemble 
something they were feeding on at the moment? Or did I merely 
happen to find fish at that spot, where I had missed them in every 


other spot. 


All of those things must have some bearing on color. 


One 


spring at Allatoona Lake, when the water was more yellow than 
blue, most of the bass taken by every angler, with whom I talked 


over a period of weeks, were caught on a 


“strawberry” bomber. 


As a matter of experiment, I spent a day trying every color com- 
bination on every plug in my tackle box. The strawberry seemed 


to be the one they preferred. 


Here’s another angle. What you may best distinguish on the 
surface or a feot under the surface with your own eyes, may ap- 


pear entirely different to the eye 


of a fish when he is resting on 


the bottom—10, 15 or 30 feet under the surface. The deeper the 
water, the dimmer the light. No one knows whether the eye of an 
old bass or trout makes allowances for this, at a depth where the 
human eye simply plays out completely. 


This is one which probably won't be solved until some smart 
lad develops a lens that we can pull over our eyes like a pair of 
goggles, and allows us to see or distinguish articles under the same 
circumstances that a fish sees them. 

So we can throw this bit of trivia into the wastebasket. We are 
right back where we started. If we expect to catch fish, we'll have 
to keep on changing plugs and flies and other artificials until we 
find the color or combination of colors a fish will take. 


What do the tackle manufacturers say about this? I'm not sure, 


but I'll wager my last yellow-finned, spotted, bl! 
wiggler that they hope it stays that way.
